Richmond  (H.  T) — This  is  said  to  be  the  best  red 
forcing  variety  yet  produced.  Strong  grower.  Color 
deep  red.  long  pointed  buds;  elegant  dark  foliage. 

Hadley — Tn  color  it  is  a deep  velvety  crimson,  re- 
taining its  brilliancy  at  all  seasons  of  the  year.  Double 
and  buds  are  well  formed.  The  fragrance  is  excelled  only 
by  American  Beauty.  Strong,  rapid  grower,  and  the 
flowers  are  borne  on  long,  stiff  stems.  It  has  proven  itself 
under  thorough  trial  to  be  an  all-the-year-round  forcing 
variety. 

Gruss  an  Teplltz  (C.) — Vivid,  dazzling,  flery  crim- 
son; sweetly  fragrant;  produces  a mass  of  gorgeous  blooms 
on  long  stems.

PINK  ROSES 

Radiance  (H.  T.) — Brilliant,  rosy  carmine.  One  of 
the  best  of  the  new  roses.

Jonkheer  J-  L.  Mock  (H.  T.) — Blooms  with  the 
greatest  freedom,  the  buds  carried  on  long,  stiff,  erect 
stems,  of  the  very  largest  size  imaginable  to  obtain  in  a 
Rose  bloom  and  still  retain  its  perfect  formation.  Very 
fragrant.  Color,  clear  imperial  pink.

La  France  (H.  T.) — Silvery-rose,  with  pink  shades 
and  satin-like  petals  of  unsurpassable  beauty;  large, 
symmetrical  and  deliciously  fragrant;  blooms  from  June 
until  frost. 

Hermosa  (China)' — It  is  always  in  bloom  and  alway.s 
beautiful;  the  color  is  the  most  pleasing  shade  of  pink,  very 
fragrant.

Clothilde  Soupert  (Polyantha) — ^Frequently  the 
entire  foliage  is  hidden  with  bloom.  Medium-size  flower, 
variable  color,  from  almost  pure  white  to  deep  pink. 
Always  in  bloom. 

YELLOW  ROSES 

Etoile  dc  Lyon  (Tea) — This  is  the  best  yellow  bedder 
to  date.  Color  lemon-yellow,  buds  and  blooms  very 
double  and  of  large  size.  A good,  free  bloomer. 

Mrs.  Aaron  Ward  (H.  T.) — -The  color  ranges  from 
coppery  orange  in  the  opening  bud,  changing  to  golden 
orange,  and  when  the  flower  is  fully  open  it  is  a lovely 
shade  of  pinkish  fawn.  Most  vigorous  in  growth, 
every  shoot  producing  a flower  and  clothed  with  dark, 
glossy  green  foliage,  maroon  on  under  -side.  4 inch  only. 

Ophelia.  The  Most  Beautiful  Rose  of  the  Cen- 
tury— Ophelia  is  a flne  grower,  with  big,  bright  foliage  that 
shows  at  a glance  that  it  is  a variety  that  will  hold  its 
flowers  well.

Paul  Neyron  (H.  P.) — Largest  rose  known.  Even 
surpassing  hothouse  grown  American  Beauties.  Deep, 
rosy  pink,  full  double  blooms  with  spicy  fragrance,  borne 
on  strong,  upright  stems.  Vigorous  grower  and  constant 
bloomer.

Cecile  Brunner  (The  Fairy  or  Sweetheart  Rose) . — 
A Polyantha  variety  with  dainty  double  little  flowers  of 
perfect  form,  produced  in  many  flowered  graceful  sprays; 
color  a soft  rosy-pink  on  a rich  creamy-white  ground. 

Dorothy  Perkins — A splendid  new  climbing  rose. 
In  foliage  and  habit  of  growth  it  is  remarkably  like  Crimson 
Rambler;  the  flowers  are  double,  of  good  size  and  borne  in 
clusters.  The  petals  are  very  prettily  rolled  back  and 
crinkled;  buds  remarkably  handsome;  color  a clear  shell 
pink  and  holds  a long  time  without  fading.  4 inch  only. 

Exceisa  (Red  Dorothy  Perkins)  (W.) — It  is  a good 
deal  to  claim  for  a rose,  but  we  are  within  bounds  when 
we  describe  Exceisa  as  a brilliant  Crimson  Rambler  flower 
and  glossy,  varnished  Wichuraiana  foliage.  Tne  flowers 
are  very  double,  produced  in  large  trusses  of  thirty  to 
forty,  and  almost  every  eye  on  a shoot  produces  clusters 
of  flowers.  The  color  is  intense  crimson  maroon,  the  tips 
of  the  petals  tinged  with  scarlet.  The  finest  of  all  Crimson 
Ramblers.  4 inch  only. 

Whit®  Dorothy  Perkins — ^Identical  with  the  favorite 
rose  Dorothy  Perkins,  excepting  that  it  is  white.  It  has  no 
rival  as  a white  climber.  You  should  try  it.  4 inch  only. 

Tausendschoen  or  Thousand  Beauties — Flowers 
when  opening  are  a delicate  shade  of  pink,  changing  to  rose 
carmine.  It  gets  its  name  from  its  many  flowers  and  the 
variation  in  coloring.
